A Gardener Scared Them Off With His 
Gun and the Police Are 
in the Dark.

Fight of the city’s transient horde of high- 
waymen who are resting here between pen- 
itentiary sentences because they have lit- 
tle to fear from the police, tried their hands 
at train robbing Wednesday night. 

.The affair was a fiasco. The footpada, 
whom terror of the police could not deter 
from train robbery within the city’s limits, 
lost ‘their nerve in tackling a train-loaf of 
people and were scared off. by a pistol shot, 
after they had’ spent fifteen minutes ina 
bungling attempt to blow the express-safe. 

Bates street crossing, 5600 South Broad- 
way, just on this site'of Carondelet, was 
the scene of the hold-up. 

A few minutes before 9 o'clock train No. 
65, the through Memphis Express on the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
Railroad, swung past the Bates street plat- 
form and into the cut beyond. Engineer 
George Mattis was pounding along at full 
speed when he saw the flash of a red 
light ahead and then a tantern swung, reg- 
ularly back and forth across the track. He 
reversed his lever, applied the air brakes 
and brought the train to a sudden stop. 

Out of the darkness stepped five figures. 
Whether they had been concealed on the 
tank or had been hiding in the darkness 
of the cut he could not tell. 

Being inside the city limits he never 
dreamed of a hold up until he saw-4he guns 
in the men’s hands. Then he pulled the 
throttle and the train bounded forward. 

Two of the men meanwhile had climbed 
inte the cab and a double brace of revolvers 
were poked into the engineer and fireman's 
faces. 

“Stop! Hold up your hands!’ came the 
command. Mattis, who has looked wn 
gun-barrels before, hesitated. He gilaficed 
at his fireman, Wdward Curns, as though 
for encouragement to make resistance. 


“Stop the train, you — —, or I'll kill you!” | 


shouted the angry highwaymen and the 
engineer once more reversed his lever and 
the train slowed up. 

Meanwhile Conductor Wiliam M. Hall 
stepped out of the second sleeper and rush- 
ed forward to see why the train had stop- 
ped.

The Hutchinson family is greatly worried 
1 } because its handsome son, Randolph, a min- 
ing engineer in the State of Guadalajara, 
Mexico, has not been heard from for some 
time.

Bank, ahd Randolph is one of 
the pets of St. Louls society. -. 

The United States Consular machinery in 
Mexico has been put In operation to get tid- 
ings of the missing engineer, and his parents 
are buoyed up by the hope that he will be 
found. But beneath their sanguine words is 
a feeling of anxiety, for there has been a

Reports cf the 
lawlessness of the peons, the lowesr c'ass 
of Mexicans, were published abow that 
time, and added to the family‘s distress. 

Mr. Hutchinzon wrote to Consul-General 
Crittenden, Missouri's ex-Governor, asking 
him to do all in his power to get news of 
Randolph. The banker is satisfied that 
Consul-General Crittenden will send good 
news, for when a reporter questioned him 
Thursday about his son’s absence he smiled 
aisnmintle and put the whole story aside 
with a general denial. He was probably 
actuated by a desire to save his son from 
the notoriety of a “lost Charlie Ross,” and’ 
by’ a prudent purpose not to prejudice his 
interests, . in exico by—apreading stories 
of lawlessness: 


Mrs. Hutchinson, when seen at the family 
residence and questioned as to the truth of 
the story that her son was missing, said: 
“Oh, . yes, but then we expect to hear from 
him to-morrow. We have written the Con- 
sul-General at the City of Mexico and we 
are confident that we will get a letter from 
him to-morrow explaining my son's @b- 
sence, 

“It is likely that my son, who is a min- 
ing engineer, went into the mountains to do 
a Tittle pre and he remained longer 
than he expected. His usual letter may 
have been lost by a messenger in the moun- 
tains. He is in Guadalajara, which is not 
near where Mr. Moffett was, and you know 
that Mr. Moffett, who was reported miss- 
ing, has been heard from.”’ 

Mrs. Hutchinson was desirous that noth- 
ing be published about her son’s absence 
and eilence, and she clung with a mother’s 
hopefulness to the belief that he will be 
heard from in a day or so and that he is 
safe and sound. 

Mrs. Hutchinson, who was a Miss Mary 
Mitchell, one of the most beautiful belles 
of her day is a sister of Mrs. C. Cabanne. 
Miss Martha Cabanne, Mrs. Hutchinson’s 
niece, married Robert Kayser, who has ex- 
tensive mining properties in the State of 
Guadalajara, Mexico. Young Randolph 
Hutchinson went to Mexico to assist r. 
Kayser in working the mines.

BURGLAR BROKE UP

SCARED A NURSEGIRL INTO A 
FAINT AND THEN FLED. 


A. NEIGHBORHOOD IN UPROAR. 


After Awhile the Customary Police- 
man Strolled Along and Looked 
Vaguely for His Man. 


A burglar frightened one woman into in- 
sensibility, scared a whole family, broke up

During the excitement the burglar made 


his escape, and the police have but a meager 
description of him. 

The house selected was that of Julius D. 
Abeles, General Manager of the Terminal 
Hotel, at 4802 West Belle place. That he did 
not succeed in his attempt was due to the 
watchfulness of a lIittle water span.el 
puppy that had been idcked in the base- 
ment. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock the dog began cry- 
ing.

Miss Mary Biebel, the nurse, was dis- 
tchead to the basement to quiet the Vang 
She carried a candle in her hand, and final- 
ly located the puppy behind the furnace.

Her captor drew her to him and blew out 
the candle, leaving the place in utter dark- 
ness. Then he released his hold. 

The nurse was frightened almost out of 
her wits. She shrieked, “fire, murder, burg- 
lars, police,” and made a dash for the 
cellar stairs, not forgetting to keep up 
her cries for heip. At the landing of the 
stairs, she succumbed to the excitement 
and fell in a dead faint. Her body was 
in the kitchen and her limbs were on the 
cellar etairs. 

Her cries thoroughly alarmed the house- 
hold. Mrs. Abeles was on the second floor 
surrounded by her seven children. When 
the nwurse’s cries first reached her she 
seized ithe baby, a child of nearly.

These are only a few of the methods re- 
sorted to by the railroad lobby, which in- 
fests Jefferson City at every session of the 
Legislature, to strangle legislation. It has 
gained strength from year to year, and ex- 
tended its ramifications to include many 
subjects of legislation entirely foreign to 
railroad corporations. It has grown bolder 
and more defiant from one session to the 


' ether, until of late years it has been able 


in a large measure to dictate all legislation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Attorney-Gener- 
al Harmon in his annual report to fongress 
expresses his satisfaction at the results, so 
far as obtained, of the new. salary system 
which displeced the old fee system on July 
13 of the present year. The returns, he 
says, afford striking evidence of the wis- 
dom of the course so long advocated, which 
removes the public service from some of 
the common temptations to extravagance 
and abuse. A very large reduction is shown 
in every one of the ittems which would nat- 


urally be affected by the fee system. The 
fees fur United States Marshals will show 
a reduction for the year of about $400,000 
compared with those of the previous year. 
lane reductions made approximate as fol- 
ows: 

Fees of jurors, $215,306; fees of witnesses, 
$807,078; pay of bailiffs, $94,920; salaries and 
expenses of district attorneys, $192,042. The 
re shows that although there was an in- 
crease during the ong? of 50 in the number 
of cases docketed by the United States Su- 

reme Court there was an increase of 83 
n the number disposed of. 

The dockets at the close of the last term 
show a decrease of 107 cases. At the end of 
the October term, 18%, there remained un- 
disposed of on the appellate docket 640 
cages, and upon the original docket seven 
cases, making a total of 47. The number of 
cases on docket at the October term wa« 
386, of which 382 were on the appellate and 
four on the original docket, making the 
total number of cases pending at that term

The Attorney General points out two de- 
fects in the criminal laws to which the 
attention of Congress is invited. “The 
first,”” he says, “is the unnecessary and 
unfortunate confusion of our criminal leg- 
islation. Provisions are constantly enacted 
to meet special cases. The consequence is 
that it is often difficult to ascertain which 
of two or more laws is applicable to the 
case in hand. Cases arise which ought to 
be covered by the law, but are not, and 
the same offense is visited with various 
degrees of punishment not determined by 
any difference in criminality but merely by 
the fact that the various statutes relating 
to specific instances of the offense were 
drafted by different men and passedgat dif- 
ferent times. There is a general statute 
punishing embezzlement, but there are also 
many special statutes punishing embez- 
ziement in particular cases and I 
am not aware that it has yet been 
settled whether the general statute applied 
to such cases or not. There are statutes 
punishing frauds on the United States in 
many specific cases and there is a general 
statute pansentng conspiracy to defraud the 
United States in all cases: but there is no 
general statute punishing frauds against 
the United States when committed by one 
man alone.

The election figures given out by the 
poamery of State show that Justi¢e 
Brace polled 241,781 votes in the State.

ASKS BETTER BOOK-KEEPING. 


The Number of Indictments Returned 
Is Not Very Great for a City 
of 700,000 People. 


The November Grand-Jury completed its 
work Thursday and made a final report at 
noon in Judge Edmunds’ court. 

The jury began its work Nov. 2 and has 
been in daily service since. It found 170 true 
bills and twenty-one cases were ignored. 

The report states that an investigation of 
fines and pénalties and bail bonds in the 
criminal and police courts was made. The 
jury finds that the manner of bookkeeping 
in the police céurts is rather lax, and that 
after a fee bill for costs and penalties is is- 
sued by the clerk and placed in the hands 
‘of the Marshal for collection, no further ac- 
count in detail is kept of it. The Marshal 
turns into the City Treasury a lump sum for 
his monthly collections without an itemized 
statement of such receipts. 


It is suggested that a better system of 
bookkeeping be inaugurated, with proper 
checks upon each officer receiving funds 
and more frequent examination and check- 
ing up of the City Marshal’s accounts by 
the City troller.

Parks kept out of sight for a few days. 
Clayton thought his wife truly repentant 
and entirely forgave her. On April 1 his 
wife eloped with rks. They left no trace. 
Clayton did not think they had gone from 
Los Angeles and he watched for them. 
One day two weeks later he saw Parks 
on the street. He followed him and saw 
him enter a house on Hayes street. Mrs.

The action of the House of Delegates in re- 
considering and passing the bill providing 
for the appropriation of $3,000 for cross- 
walks, has terminated a war over paving 
material between Gtreet Commissioner A. 
W. Milner and certain of the delegates. 

The delegates have surrendered and the 
people will get crosswalks, If the delegates 
had maintained their position the people 
wrould have got no more crosswalks this 


winter. 

Mr. Milner believes in putting down 
crosswalks which will last. Granite, grani- 
toid and brick will last. Granite is too ex- 
pensive and granitoid is not easy to re- 
pair. Brick is medium in cost, and it is easy 
to cepair. Mr. Milner therefore favors

WheneMr. Milner’s assistant drew up the 
ordinance it provided for $2,000 worth of

rick crosswalks. Mr. Milner handed it 
back to him and told him to draw up a new 
one for $3,000 worth of brick crosswalks. 

The Board of Public Improvements rec- 
ommended the passage of the ordinance and 
ét went to the House of Delegates. It was 
referred to the Committee on Public Im- 
provements. Mr. Bersch, chairman of the 
committee, is a partisan of bricks, but sev- 
eral members represent wards in which are 
located limestone quarries. The bill was 

rted adversely and the House filed it.
